Cod ne'er like the present found sermon so 
pleasant! Proud salmon, so able to grace rich man's table, with 
mien condescending are also attending! While crabs, too, and 
turtle, excitedly hurtle, else slow in their ways, to hear what he 
says: Crabs ne'er like the present found sermon so pleasant! Fish 
small and fish greater, proud, humble by nature, attentively 
listen like creatures with reason, obeying God's wishes, that His 
words hear the fishes!
